But these do 
not cover all sent to market from within 
oar lines, a large number being yearly 
d iven fiom our Northern ranges and 
shipped by rail from points b«yond the 
county limitsi. Many large herds of both 
cattle and horses are also driveu East- 
waid, and sold at Cheyenne, which are 
not mentioned in the list of shipments. 


From Messrs, Horn & Chapman, one 


of the heavy stock dealing firms doing 
business in I his county, we learn that 
their shipments alone during the pres- 
ent season has amounted to 4,490 head.

Judge Noah Davis once declined from
